THAT  there  ffiall  be  four  Meetings  of  the  Quarterly 
College  in  every  Year,  exclufive  of  the  Meeting  ap-  Meetings‘ 
pointed  by  Charter  for  the  Election  of  Officers,  in 
order  to  inquire  into  all  Matters  which  may  be  deem¬ 
ed  of  importance  to  the  general  State  of  the  Col¬ 
lege,  and  the  better  R  egulation  of  the  Profeffion;  and 
that  one  of  thofe  Meetings  ffiall  be  held  on  thefirft

attend  for  him),  ftiall  be  abfent  from  the  Court  of 
Examiners,  when  due  Notice  has  been  given  by 
Summons,  that  any  Candidate  for  Letters  Teftimo- 
nial  or  lucerne  is  td  be  examined,  he  ftiall  be  fined 
the  Sum  of  one  Guinea;  if  any  of  the  Cenfors  ftiall 
be  abfent,  Half-a-Guinea  each  ;  if  the  Secretary 
fhall  be  abfent  Half-a-Guinea  :  And  if  the  Prefident 
or  Vice-prefident  (provided  he  has  had  timely  No¬ 
tice  from  the  Prefident  Co  attend  for  him)  ftiall  be 
abfent  from  any  Court  of  Aftiftants,  when  due 
Notice  has  been  given  by  Summons,  that  any  Can¬ 
didate  for  Letters  Teftiinonial  or  Licenfe  is  to  be  ex¬ 
amined  in  confequence  of  an  Appeal  from  the 
Court  of  Examiners,  he  ftiall  be  fined  the  Sum  of
